Hoe A YEAR after the revolt against Batista, Cuba is in the 


since the Mexican revolution of 1910. 
The overthrow of the dictatorship of Gen. Fulgencio Batista 
Jan. 1, 1959, merely ended the political phase of the struggle for 


power. 


In the process, the entire structure of government as it 


then existed was destroyed and a revolution to establish a dif- 
ferent social, economic and political status was begun. 


For one who has followed the 
struggle closely from its begin- 
nings two and a half years ago 
and has just spent nearly two 
weeks in Cuba, it is possible to 
draw an outline of the situation 
as it really is. This being a pe- 
ric 1 of transformation, such an 
outline cannot be simple or com- 
plete, but the main features are 
clear enough. 


Premier Fidel Castro, the 
young man who headed the 
forces that fought and won the 
military phase of the struggle, 
is now so powerful personally 
that for all practical purposes he 
is the provisional government of 
Cuba. 


No one in Cuba doubts that in 
a fair election he would win at 
least 80 per cent of the votes. 
The enemies Castro has made 
because of his agrarian reform 
and economic measyres are few, 
have no mass backing and are 
unarmed. 


Not a Communist Movement. 


This is not a Communist revo- 
lution in any sense of the word 
and there are no Communists in 
positions of control. This is the 
overwhelming consensus among 
Cubans in the best position to 
know and this writer subscribes 
to that opinion after searching 
inouiries. 

The accusations of the former 
head of the Cuban Air Force, 
Maj, Pedro Luis Diaz Lanz, be 
fore the Sendte internal security 
subcommittee Tuesday, are re- 
jected by virtually all Cubans. 
It is stated here that before his 
resignation Ma}. Diaz was re- 
moved from his high post for in- 
competence, extravagance and 
nepotism, 

The use to which his defection 
was put in Washington has 
aroused more bitterness and re- 
santment against the United 
States than any other event in 
the history of Cuban-American 
relations. 

Virtually no one in Cuba be- 
lieves Fidel Castro is a Com- 
munist, is under Communist in- 
fluence or is a dupe of Com- 
munism. The problem of Com- 
munism, which aroused little in- 
terest in Cuba until Americans 
picked it up, can be summarized 
easily. The point of view among 
the most experienced and knowl- 
edgeable Cubans is as follows: 


There are no Reds in the cab- 
inet and none in high positions 
in the Government or Army. 
Castro is decidedly anti-Com- 
munist, even though he does not 
consider it desirable in the pres- 
ent circumstances to attack or 
destroy the Reds—as he is in a 
position to do any time he wants. 


There are some Communists 
in- secondary positions in such 
fields as motion pictures and 
culture and a few in the Army, 
although not in key positions. 
In addition, there is the much 
less clearly defined zone of fel- 
low-travelers, Communist sym- 
pathizers and those who are tol- 
erant of known Communists and 
of Communism. 


Castro Won’t Share Power. 


Castro and his followers have 
made it clear that, as Cuban 
patriots, they are against Com- 
munism since the Reds have en- 
tirely different aims and loyal- 
ties. Moreover, Cubans agree 
that in present circumstances 
Castro is not going to share his 
power with anyone. 


One phase of Castro’s attitude 
is typical of the Cuban leaders. 
This is that however anti-Com- 
munist they feel, they will not, 
as they see it, humiliate them- 
selves by acting as if they were 
under American orders, pres- 
sures or threats. The attacks 
and suspicions in the United 
States are considered here to be 
strengthening the Communists 
by making them far more im- 
portant than they really are. 


Even the agrarian reform, 
Cubans point out with irony, is 
not at all what the Communists 
were suggesting, for it is far 
more radical and drastic than 
the Reds consider wise as a first 
step to the collectivization they, 
but not the Cuban leaders, want. 

The land reform is so drastic 
and radical that experts say it 
will be extremely difficult to put 
into effect. There are not enough 
trained men and not enough 
capital, tt is said, and the re- 
form requires an understanding 
and co-operation from the peas- 
ants and workers that cannot be 
counted on. 

Weakness in Economy. 

To students of the Cuban 
scene, the bad or weak features 
of the situation lie in other fields 
than Communism. The complete 


upheaval of Cuban life would in |] 


any event have brought enor- 
mous and multiple problems. 
The Cubans say that to have 


maintained law and order, to 
have established the first com- 
pletely honest regime in Cuban 
history and to get a vast ma- 
jority of the people moving be- 
hind a drastic revolution is as 
much as should be expected in 
six months. 

Nevertheless, there is a great 
deal of disorganization; the 
economy has contracted serious- 
ly and is expected to get worse; 
the radical agrarian reform is 
an enormous gamble that has 


done injustice to many large and | 


medium préprietors; the budget 
is in deficit; investment has 
dwindled to a trickle; more in- 
flation threatens. While there 
are many expert, intelligent and 
devoted ministers and public 
servants, there is also much in- 
experience, amateurishness and 
incompetence. 

This is a revolt of youth, and 
youth proverbially has its fling, 
and learns only by trial and 
error. 

The “told” men in the Cabinet 
and in the top banking positions 
are about 45 years of age. 
are authorities in their field, but 
few have had any experience in 
government. 


Castro Tries to Do It All. 


Castro towers over all his as- 
sociates in power and popularity 
to such a degree that one can 


understand Cubans. say: 
“Fidel is No. 1; there is no 
No. 2.” 


Thus, one sees in Cuba the 
paradox of a great centralization 
of power with am equally great 
dispersion of rity, because 
no one man can deal with every 
problem that arises. 


It is because everyone tries to 
see Castro and because he tries 
to do everything and usually is 
the only one who can get some- 
thing done that there is much 
disorganization in Cuban affairs. 


Castro is so sure of himself, 
so full of ideas, so energetic that 
to get in his way is like bucking 
a steam-roller. But he is not yet 
33; his experience in economics, 
politics and administration be- 
gan Jan. 1. He knows what he 
wants; he is impatient of many 
rules of orthodox politics and 
economy. (although he has a 
healthy fear of inflation) and he 
is a young man in a hurry. 

Castro spends many hours ev- 
ery week before the television, 
explaining, cajoling, threatening, 
promising, announcing—at times 
it would seem on the spur of the 
moment — new policies. Three 
hours is a short speech for him; 
four to six a normal one. 

He is avoiding elections in 
Cuba for two reasons. He thinks 
his social revolution now has 


| dynamism and vast popular con- 


sent, and he does not want to 
interrupt the process. More- 
over, most observers would 
agree that Cubans do not want 
elections now. The reason is 
that elections in the past have 
merely meant to them the com- 
ing of corrupt politicians seek- 
ing the spoils of power.

A Plague of Strikes 


Each day we read or hear of a

agreements permit only the most limited 
transfer of nuclear information, and none 
whatever of weapons or even parts of weap- 
ons.

No 
NATO country not already a member of the 
nuclear “‘club” would become one by virtue 
of any equipment or information obtained 
under these agreements. It is hard to under- 
stand, therefore, how they would affect the 
test-ban negotiations one way or another.

Some misgivings have been expressed lest 
the agreement with West Germany give Bonn 
a veto over any future plans to establish a 
denuclearized or demilitarized zone in Cen- 
tral Europe. It is argued that, as long as the 
NATO treaty lasts, the agreement can be ter- 
minated only with the consent of both par- 
ties. This is a conventional clause in treaties 
which we believe does not bear such a sweep- 
ing interpretation. Another section of the 
pact provides that information and equip- 
ment shall be transferred only as long as the 
transferring party, namely the United States, 
“determines that such co-operation will pro- 
mote . . . its defense and security.” 


No one can be overjoyed about embedding 
nuclear weapons in NATO defense, any more 
than one can cheer the dependence of our 
own military establishment upon H-bombs. 
But the hard truth is that disarmament will 
not be advanced, and may even be retarded, 
by any unilateral renunciation of power which 
tips the military balance in favor of the 
Soviets. 


Disarmament is attainable only along the 
rough, rocky road of negotiation, and negoti- 
ation is more likely to succeed if the present 
military stalemate is maintained than if it is 
replaced by weakness on one side. 


Mr. Eagleton Is Just Right 


Circuit Attorney Eagleton has issued an ad- 
mirable statement with respect to the deci- 
sion of the Missouri Supreme Court that seiz- 
ure and destruction of obscene material does 
not violate freedom of. speech or of the 
press. Mr. Eagleton defines the legal duties 
of his office and distinguishes them from the 
duties of the Prosecuting Attorney, who is 
responsible for the prosecution of misdemean- 
ors including the sale and distribution of ob- 
scene matter. It is, however, a responsibility 
of the Circuit Attorney, in co-operation with 
the Prosecuting Attorney, to help the Police 
Department and to advise it on matters re- 
garding obscene material. This responsibility 
the Circuit Attorney’s office will discharge 
with care and caution. Obviously Mr. Eagle- 
ton will not encourage the circulation of smut, 
but neither will he, to quote his words, “‘par- 
ticipate in a frantic, frenzied book-burning 
safari.” That is precisely the balance the 
community wants in the Circuit Attorney in 
this delicate field of law enforcement. 


The Police Case Decision 


The Missouri Supreme Court’s decision in 
the St. Louis Police Board case affirms the 
Police Department’s right to full financial 
support by the city treasury. As such it 
strengthens the principle of state control of 
the St. Louis force. 


While the decision amounts to a substantial 
victory for the Police Board, it is by no 
means unlimited. The court upheld the 
Board’s power to exercise discretion over ex- 
penditures in. those areas where the Legisla- 
ture could not be specific, but it also held 
that the Board’s actions were subject to re- 
view in the courts to determine if this discre- 
tionary power had been abused. To retain 
its budget freedom the Board must use it 
reasonably. 

No abuse was found to have occurred in 
this instance, but the court did hold that the 
Board had misapplied the police statute in 
certain places. School crossing guards, prison 
guards and some police matrons had been un- 
lawfully hired as civilian employes, thereby 
evading the 2010-man ceiling on police 
strength imposed by the General Assembly. 


The case of the school crossing guards pre- 
sents a problem. The 216 part-time guards 
cost $168,480 a year to maintain, and Board 
President Priest says civilians will not be re- 
hired to perform this function. 

Should the city take on the job? For this 
fiscal year, at léast, it might be in the public 
interest for the crossings to be guarded in 
part by the police and in part by civilians 
hired by the city.

We hope Supervisor McNary has taken due 
notice of the collapse of the ill-conceived 
movement to bring the fluoridation issue to a 
vote. The anti-fluoridators had 40 days to 
gather the 15,000 or so signatures that would 
have forced the measure to a referendum, 
but they fell down in the attempt. In a coun- 
ty of 600,000 persons there were not even 
15,000 willing to sign. The moral for Mr. 
McNary is that the noise of the crowd does 
not necessarily indicate its size or its power 
to influence those who think for themselves. 


Two Stories on Bohlen 


The next time President Eisenhower and 
ecretary of State Herter get together per- 


‘haps they will want to clear up the confusion 


over the Administration's possible use of Am- 
bassador Bohlen in a high-level post at the 
State Department. 

At his Wednesday press conference, Mr. 
Eisenhower said that he and the Secretary of 
State had talked about Mr. Bohlen because 
the Secretary had seen newspaper stories 
that such a move was being considered. But, 
said the President, Mr. Herter told him that 
he had done nothing about the matter and 
had no present intention of doing anything. 
The President said further that he did not 
care what was said at Secretary Herter’s press 
conference last week. 

However, what was said earlier came from 
the Secretary of State and it was this: Mr. 
Herter has a real admiration for Ambassador 
Bohlen; he has talked with Mr. Bohlen about 
his coming back from Manila to serve in the 
State Department; Mr. Bohlen is approaching 
the time when he could enjoy the maximum 
retirement allowance; “whether or not we 
can induce him to stay on and give his talents 
to the Government is something that still has 
to be explored.” 

Reading the two press conference state- 
ments, we size them up as follows: First, Sec- 
retary Herter would like very much to have 
the expert knowledge and advice of Mr. Boh- 
len at hand in the State Department and 
hopes to get him there. *Second, President 
Eisenhower is less interested currently in Mr. 
Bohlen and what he may do in the future 
than he is in quieting the outbreak among 
senior Republican Senators against even the 
idea of an important State Department post 
for the diplomat who once defended the 
Yalta agreements. 


Laclede Vents More Money 


The $4,880,000-a-year rate rise that Laclede 
Gas Co. has filed for would represent a re- 
turn of from 7% to 7% per cent on a rate 
base figured on the original cost of its prop- 
erties less depreciation. 

In the past the Missouri Public Service 
Commission has held that a 6 to 6% per cent 
return was adequate and fair. The burden 
of proof is upon Laclede to show that current 
money-market conditions or any other cir- 
cumstances warrant a higher rate of return. 
The Public Service Commission ought to per- 
mit no higher rate than is necessary to at- 
tract capital to the business. 

Laclede says it currently is earning about 
5.4 per cent on original cost. This figure, if 
substantiated, may be less than necessary to 
finance expansion of a system which now 
meets the demand for gas only in part. But 
just how. much of an increase is fair must be 
carefully*tetermined. 

Laclede’s earnings last year were $1.30 a 
share, the highest in its history. This was 14 
cents a share higher than in 1957 and 9 cents 
higher than in 1956. In each of those years 
earnings set new record-high levels. Last 
year’s dividend rate of 90 cents was up 10 
cents a share. 

The proposed rate increase would lift 
monthly bills of residential customers who do 
not heat with gas by 33 cents a month, or 
about 6 per cent. It would mean a rise of 
$1.39 a month for residential customers who 
use gas for house heating, or a rise of 108 
per cent. These are substantial increases 
which must be fully justified before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission can conscientiously 
grant them.

Between Book Ends The Wrong Sort of Conservatism 


IN DEFENSE OF YESTERDAY: 
JAMES M. BECK AND THE POLI. 
TICS OF CONSERVATISM 1861-1936, 
by Morton Keller, (Coward-McCann, 
311 pgs., $6.) 

Mr. Keller has turned what was evi- 
dently a doctoral dissertation into. an 
admirable biography, within its limits. 
The limits are those of its subject. If 
the book is unlikely to be considered 
for a Pulitzer Prize, it is not because 
Mr. Keller’s writing lacks distinction 
but because there is something intrin- 
sically unexciting about the career and 
thought of James M. Beck. 

In spite of his considerable legal 
abilities, Beck never managed to rise 
beyond the post of Solicitor-General in 
the Harding and Coolidge Administra- 
tions. It is not his failure to attain 
high office, however, which makes his 
life a colorless study. It is his thought, 
which after the turn of the century 
was always far removed from the 
realities of his time. 

Ideologically Beck, after a_ brief 
flirtation with reform in his native 
Philadelphia, remained to the right of 
the Republican party, of which he was

In this movement he played a role 


curiously analogous to that of the !fb- 
eral reformers whom he spent his life 
opposing. Politically and tempera- 
mentally he was a maverick. He died 
fighting the New Deal, but he had also 
fought Hoover on the grounds that he 
was leading the country to socialism. 


Beck’s career is an eloquent com- 
mentary on the ideological bankruptcy 
of 20th-century American conserva- 
tism. In the terrifying, collectivized, 
bureaucratized modern world, conserv- 
atives are needed more than ever. 

But American conservatives in the 
first half of this century failed again 
and again to rise to the occasion, In- 
stead they discredited conservatism by 
making it synonomous with dogma- 
tism, with opposition, not to changes 
undertaken lightly and without ponder- 
ing the full consequences, but to any 
changes at all. 

Moreover, they created a suspicion, 
often justified, that they were more 
interested in protecting business men 
from regulation than in protecting the 
country from unwise innovation.

To do him credit, Beck was at least 
consistent; he opposed the corporation 
as well as the child-labor laws. It was 
for precisely this reason—because his 
ideas were unacceptable even to his 
own party—that he was denied the 
plums which fell to men less able but 
more flexible.

New Boat Bill 
Awaits Action 


SPRINGFIELv, Ill. (AP)—A 
bill which would vastly expand 
Illinois boating regulations and 
permit improvement of facilities 
awaits Gov. William G. Strat- 
ton’s approval. 


Passed by the 1959 Legisla- 
ture, the bill would take effect 
March 1, 1960. It was suggested 
by the State Conservation de- 
partment. 


A recent upsurge in motor 
boat popularity has caused a 
traffic problem similar to that 
brought about by mass produc- 
tion of automobiles, according 
to the department’s Public Re- 
lations supervisor, Lynn Calla- 
way. 

The present buying trend indi- 
cates 400,000 vessels annually 
will cruise Illinois waterways, 
he said.

LOTS OF PEOPLE these days 
live in houses where there is 
some sort of outside terrace or 
patio and most of these are 
made out of concrete. Some 
people like the concrete just the 
way it is and there are others 
who think they’d like to have 
something just a little fancier 
than a concrete slab, 

One easy way to improve the 
appearance of a concrete slab is 
to color it and this is best done 
with a concrete stain especially 
designed for this of work. 
Stains of this kind are sold at 
better hardware and paint sup- 
ply stores. 

If you prefer, the concreté 
can be covered with stone or 
brick. Several kinds of stone, 
such as slate, are excellent for 
this sort of work for they come 
in rather large pieces but are 
not too thick. You can get them 
at lumber yards and building 
supply houses. They are fas- 


tened to the concrete with mor- 
tar. Bricks are also good for 
a covering. They are easier to 
work with than the stone and 
cost less per square foot. 


Either the stone or brick are 
secured to the concrete base in 
about the same fashion. First, 
clean the surface and if neces- 
sary, give it a washing with one 
part muriatic acid in 20 parts 
water. If the slab has been 
painted, the paint must be re- 
moved. Rough up the surface 
of the concrete with a hammer 
and ¢old chisel, brush clean and 
then paint a small area with a 
mixture of Portland cement and 
water mixed to the consistency 
of thick paint. Before this is 
dry, apply a %-inch coat of 
mortar to the area and then set 
the stone or brick into this. Use 
a level to insuré getting the 
surface of the covering even. If 
necessary, additional mortar can 
be used to produce an even job.

Alcohol for Oldsters 


Dear Dr. Molner: 


“IS IT TRUE THAT: Alcohol is better than milk in the 
diet of elderly people? Calcium in the milk can cause poison 
in an older person’s system?—MRS. A. M. Y.” 

I won’t answer your question as you have phrased it, be- 
cause it doesn’t make sense, and I think you know it. On 
the other hand, I am aware of the controversy which led you 
to ask the question, and you are certainly entitled to my 
opinion. 

Comparing alcohol and milk just isn’t reasonable, any 
more than a farmer would ask whether it is better to plow 
a field or use fertilizer. | 

I will say—and I am quite aware that some people will 
criticize me for saying it—that a little aleohol is often helpful 
to oldsters. A bit of wine, a cocktail or highball or glass of 
beer may perk up the appetite or help relax the system. 

The dedicated foes of alcohol will, of course, take offense 
at this. I can only say that moderation in this, as in so many 
things, is the important aspect. Moderation—not being an 
extremist in either direction. 


And I cannot help saying, in passing, that it is 
not fiction, that uncounted “temperance” people 
have inveighed against alcohol in any form have 
that they themselves felt better if they took a 
or two of a “tonic” which was as high in 
alcohol as any cocktail ever served in a har 


. 
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As a physician, I would not prescribe an alcoholic drink 
to someone who was a violent prohibitionist. I would consider 
it more important to his health to keep his mind at rest on 
what he believed to be a moral principle. Doing what you 
believe to be right—even if you aren’t absolutely right—is 
important. Nor do I say that a modest bit of alcohol is neces- 
sary, or even that it will be useful to everybody. It will help 
some—and that’s as far as I go. 

Now as to milk: Milk is a more complete food, and it is 
not toxic to old people, or to young ones. In fact, the calcium 
in milk may relieve some of the complaints about cramps in 

the legs which are so frequent. 
: Milk is a source of protein, Vitamin A, and Vitdmin D. It 
is an easily assimilated food. Th 
individual who is overly sensitive | 
ception, not the rule, just as some can’t eat strawberries or 
something. 

Furthermore, to many a person a glass of cold milk may 
be more refreshing than an alcoholic beverage. 

But you can’t “compare” alcohol and milk.

en some months before. 
Torrio, after he was able to leave 
the hospital, wisely decided that 
he had a sufficiently substantial 
income for the rest of his life, 
handed the kingdom over to Al 
Capone and retired. 

The capi mafiosi in Chicago 
and neighboring areas decided 
that they would go along with 
Capone, Neapolitan or not. They 
had watched his operations, had 
faith in both his imagination and 
executive ability. Their confi- 
dence was well placed. In the 
next few years he and the mafi- 
osi who worked with him not 
only took over bootlegging, pros- 
titution and gambling in Illinois 
and neighboring states but also 
laid the foundations for the na- 
tionwide syndicates as we know 
them today. For the first time, 
at Capone’s behest, mafiosi in 
Chicago were in touch with 
brothers in New York and San 
Francisco to arrange, for ex- 
ample, for the smooth importa- 
tion of whisky from Great Brit- 
ain and its distribution to mafi- 
osi throughout the country. New 
channels of communication and 
co-operation were opened. ; 

The Battle of Chicago took 
more than 500 gangsters’ lives in 
less than five years. Capone with 
the Mafia at his back marched 
into every ward in the city. One 
by one the .O’Banion gang, the 
Bugs Moran group and the 
others were decimated by 
sawed-off shotgun slugs and .45 
caliber Thompson submachine 
gun bullets fired by expert Sicil- 
ian marksmen from fast, always 
black cars. 

Capone learned much from the 
Mafia, and the mafiosi learned 
as much from him. The pasty- 
faced, powerfully built, enor- 
mously energetic little man had 
administrative capacities which 
might, if his path and instincts 
had been different, have made 
him the head of one of our big- 
gest legitimate corporations. It 
did make him tle head of the 
largest illegitimate one we have 
ever known. His organization, 
which/ eventually netted over 
$20,000,000 a year, was a model 
of efficiency with skillful depu- 
tation of authority to department 
chiefs. Internal Revenue esti- 
mates that he took out and care- 
fully invested in blue chip se- 
curities some $50,000,000. For 
the Mafia he did much more. 

Capone, although he could not 
be a capo mafioso or a Sicilian 
don, designated the dons, and 
his selections were generally ap- 
proved by the brotherhood. 
Capone had a mortal enemy in 
the New York Mafia,.a power- 
ful capo mafioso named Giu- 
seppe Aiello. 

Aiello hated Capone person- 
ally; he envied him for his grow- 
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ties. When Scalice and Anselmi 
suggested their good friend Giu- 
seppe Guinta as the new figure- 
head chief of the Chicago Mafia, 
Capone agreed. He was a New 
Yorker. Aiello had not reckoned 
with Capone’s superb intelligence 
system. 

From the beginning—and this 
was another lesson which the 
Mafia learned from him—Capone 
insisted on a highly efficient in- 
formation network. It could have’ 
been a model for any government 
espionage agency. Barbers, mani- 
curists, bartenders, hotel clerks, 
doormen, shoeshine boys all over 
Chicago knew the number to call 
when they had heard anything 
that might interest the Boss. So 
did certain key personnel in 
various city departments, includ- 
ing the police. So, also, did 
officers in other cities. Informa- 
tion that proved of value was 
well rewarded. 

Giuseppe Guinta’s background 
and character were examined by 
Capone’s counter-intelligence unit. 
Within a few days Capone knew 
that the supposedly innocuous 
Sicilian was one of Aiello’s most 
dangerous henchmen, with the 
sworn purpose of killing Capone 
and taking over the middle west- 
ern empire, henceforth to be 
ruled from New York. 

Capone thought it over and 
decided on a classic, grisly per- 
formance which has few equals 
in underworld history. His un- 
suspecting disloyal paladins, Sca- 
lice and Anselmi, with Guinta 
were invited to a gala dinner to 
celebrate the latter’s installation 
as Chicago’s capo mafioso. The 
banquet room of the restaurant- 
cabaret was packed with Chicago 
mafiosi. 

After a huge meal, with gal- 
lons of the best Chianti, the little 
Neapolitan rose with a glass of 
champagne in his hand, appar- 
ently to drink a toast. 

He had been a most gracious 
host all evening, with smiles and 
handshakes for everyone, par- 
ticularly for Guinta, Scalice and 
Anselmi. He bowed to the new 
don, who was ‘lanked by his 
two sponsors. As he raised his 
glass, the smile suddenly dis- 
appeared. The scar on the 
cheek reddened. 

“Traitors,” he. screamed in 
Italian. ‘Filth! Dogs!’’ With one 
quick movement -he hurled his 
goblet into Don Giuseppe’s face. 
With another he reached under 
the table for the heavy baseball 
bat which lay at his feet. The 
Chicago mafiosi had their guns 
out, trained on the three plot- 
ters—the guests of honor—who 
sat riveted to their chairs by 
sheer terror. 

Unhurriedly, like a medieval 
executioner, Capone walked 
around the table until he was be- 
hind Scalice, who knew what was 
coming and crossed himself. The 
club in the Neapolitan’s beefy 
hands came down with tremen- 
dous force and Scalice toppled 
forward, brains spilling onto the 
tablecloth. Anselmi was next; 
then Guinta. 

A few weeks later Capone is- 
sued invitations to the senior 
capi mafiosi of Chicago, Detroit, 
New York, Philadelphia and sev- 
eral other big centers to meet in 
Atlantic City in May, 1929. Al- 
most all of them accepted, The 
Sicilians listened, fascinated, as 
Capone explained. a project on 


squad which raided and smashed Capone's chain of _ 


which he had been working for 
some three years—a nationwide 
syndicate and organization, not 
only for bootlegging, but gam- 
bling, prostitution, labor racket- 
eering and various kinds of ex- 
tortion as well. 

Capone sensed that Prohibition 
would end before too long and 
was beginning to think about the 
consequences. At Atlantic City a 
series of peace treaties for the 
Chicago, New York and other 
areas was hammered out and 
ratified—without documents and 
signatures but with a validity 
that lasted a long time. It was 
the fundamental design and un- 
written constitution of the mod- 
ern American Mafia. 

On the way home, in high good 
humor from the great success in 
Atlantic City, Capone had a pe- 
culiar accident which should 
have been a warning to him. 
He stopped over in Philadelphia 
between trains. Two detectives 
on routine patrol saw and recog- 
nized him. A quick frisk, right 
on the street, revealeda beauti- 
fully built-in shoulder Rolster and 
a loaded automatic. 

Within 24 hours the czar 
of the underworld had been 
tried before a Philadelphia 
magistrate whd hated gangsters, 
had been given the maximum 
sentence under Pennsylvania 
law for carrying a concealed 
weapon and was in the peniten- 
tiary at Holmesburg for a year. 

The whole underworld was 
appalled. The mafiosi around 
him apparently learned a num- 
ber of lessons from the incident. 
No senior mafioso was ever 
again caught illegally carrying 
a gun. Capone himself lost con- 
siderable face among the broth- 
erhood; such lack of judgment 
was considered dangerous. 

The Neapolitan’s empire still 
seemed not only secure but in- 
vulnerable. During his incar- 
ceration — he was prison libra- 
rian during most of it — his 
orders were relayed to his 
brother, Ralph Capone. When he 
was released in March 1930, 
after his term had been reduced 
to 10 months for good behavior, 
he was welcomed home like re- 
turning royalty by cheering 
crowds and many of Chicago’s 
principal officials. The income 
of the various Capone combina- 
tions in which he had a finger 
had risen to staggering totals. 
Internal Revenue’s rough esti- 
mate later placed it at approxi- 
mately $25,000,000 from gam- 
bling, close to $10,000,000 from 
organized prostitution, about the 
same from narcotics distribu- 
tion and over $50,000,000 from 
bootlegging. 

But Capone’s days were num- 
bered. The Secret Six, a group 
of Chicago’s most prominent 
business men, had organized to 
protect themselves against the 
mounting invasion of Capone’s 
mafiosi of legitimate businesses 
such as the dyeing and launder- 
ing industry, trucking, restau- 
rants, markets and food distri- 
bution. 

While even they did not have 
the money to match the more 
than $15,000,000 a year which the 
Neapolitan’s groups were doling 
out to the police and other city 
and state officials, they did hire 
a team of crack invéstigators 
who helped gradually put the 
Capone picture together for even-

tual presentation in court. 

The Federal Government had 
also finally gotten started, Skilled 
squads from the Department of 
Justice and the Treasury Depart- 
ment began a careful, thorough, 
three-pronged attack to establish 
tax evasion, conspiracy to vio- 
late the prohibition laws and to 
close down Capone’s sources of 
beer and liquor. 

The operation most immedi- 
ately successful was the drying 
up of his sources of supply. 
Eliot Ness, a brilliant Justice 
Department agent with a small 
but relentless squad, undertook 
the extremely hazardous task of 
finding and closing, one by one, 
the dozens of clandestine brew- 
eries and depots of the Capone 
organization. They had against 
them not only Capone and his 
thugs but a large part of the 
Chicago police itself. One of 
Agent Ness’s men was mur- 
dered, and it was a miracle that 
he himself escaped with his life. 

His tactics were radical and 
spettacular. In a powerful truck 
specially reinforced with a huge, 


massive bumper of solid steel, | 
“he would fam the gates of a 


brewery and be inside, his men 
with their sawed-off shotguns 
ready, before the first mafioso 
could reach for a tommy gun. 
The Government’s main attack 
was led by a quiet, modest, me- 
thodical man with steel-rimmed 
spectacles. Frank J. Wilson, an 
agent of the intelligence unit of 
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the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
after several months of work in 
Chicago in 1928, had pretty well 
decided that a case could not 
be made against Capone. Obvi- 
ous as the archracketeer’s in- 
come was, it could not be proved 
in court. By the same methods 
that are used today cash was 
simply passed to him as he need- 
ed it. There seemed to be no 
records, no witnesses. But then, 
by a fortunate accident: 

Agent Wilson did find records 
—the books of a gambling estab- 
lishment in Cicero called The 
Ship which did a $3,000,000-a- 
year business. They had been 
seized during a raid but never 
examined. For months Wilson 
checked the handwriting in the 
ledgers against the caligraphy of 
hundreds of known Chicago 
gangsters. Finally he had luck. 
The handwriting in the books 
tallied exactly with that of Louis 
Shumway, one of Capone’s book- 
keepers and couriers. Wilson 
gave Shumway the choice of 
quietly becoming a witness for

Capone couldn’t understand it 
and neither could his expensive 
lawyers as he was briskly tried, 
convicted and sentenced (in Oc- 
tober, 1931) to 11 years in a fed- 
eral penitentiary. A few years 
later the onetime undisputed 
boss of the second largest city 
in the United States died slowly 
and painfully of paresis, the

Rockefeller Stand 


HYDE PARK, July 16. 

I WAS VERY GLAD to read that Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, 
at the opening session of the golden anniversary convention 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People, said that “‘prejudice remains, discrimination exists, 
but it is on its way out in New York state.” 

Then he proceeded to announce that he would ask the 
legislature for the same laws on housing as a statewide 
basis that now exist in New York City. 


It is particularly good that the Governor has taken a 
forthright stand. Now I also hope he will have a law to 
prevent job discrimination. Far too often a Negro is the 
last to be hired and the first to be fired. 


SENATOR HUBERT H. HUMPHREY of Minnesota has 
formally entered the race for the Democratic nomination for 
the presidency, and he is the first to do so. 


Like other possible Democratic nominees, Senator 
Humphrey most probably is going to have a hard 
time to match the money that will be available to 
the Republican nominee, Actually, very little money 
will have to be spent by the Republicans in the pre- 
convention campaign, since they have but two prob- 
able candidates, Vice President Nixon and Gov. Rock- 
efeller. ’

The Republican nomination will certainly be arranged by 
the party solons after conference with these gentlemen, and 
there will be no need for entering primaries or spending any 
money at all. So, their money can be saved for the actual 


campaign and any Republican nominee will have all he needs.” 


On the Democratic side, there will undoubtedly be a 
humber of nominees beforehand, so the calls for individual 
help will be many... Therefore, there will not be as much 
available after one man is nominated and the campaign be- 
gins against the Republican opponent. 


I wish we would all give more thought to our method of 
financing political campaigns. I will concede that almost 
any change would be more important to the Democrats than 
to the Republicans, because the Democrats traditionally have 
less money to spend. But in the long run it would be an 
advantage to all. 


Why not ask radio and television authorities to allot the 
same amount of time to each party without charge? Each 
party could then use that time in any way it chooses. Of 
course, the allocations of time would be comparable, so that 
the audiences would be as great for hoth parties. 


And I think the taxpayers would ultimately bene- 
fit if out of their taxes the Government gave each of 
the apposing parties similar sums to be used for 
travel and for literature or in any other way the par- 
ties decided was important for information and adver- 
tising. This would put our whole campaign on a higher 
basis. There would not be the usual mad scramble 
for money. A man could run on his merits and not 
because he could lay his hands on more money. 


It would require careful planning and the value of volun- 
teer work in campaigns would be enhanced. People who 
really cared to work for the candidate of their party could 
volunteer their services without remuneration, and this would 
put a contribution of this kind on a much higher plane.

sauces, custard sauce, good on 
a lot of things. Heat two cups 
of milk to the scalding point. In 
a quart saucepan beat three egg 
yolks slightly and add to them 
three tablespoons of sugar and 
a fourth of a teaspoon of salt. 

Then very slowly add the 
scalded milk, a small amount at 
a time, stirring constantly until 
all the milk has been added. 
Cook it over a low flame until 
the custard thickens only enough 
to coat a wooden spoon. Let it 
cool 15 minutes and then stir 
in two teaspoons of vanilla. After 
it is cold cover it and put it in 
the refrigerator. It is best when 
well chilled.
